"Two'civilans have arrived from 1he 


besieged town, having managed to pass 
through the Boer lines at night. 
They 


report that both the town and the camp 
are completely invested, and a continu- 
ous artillery duel is being carried on be- 
tween besiegers and besieged. 


"The Boer artillery is regarded as 


slightly superior to that .of Sir George 
S. White's command, but the British 
forces are defending themselves with the 
greatest vigor and constantly harass 
the . enemy by

A BIG PINE LAND DEAL 


Congressman Stewart of Wisconsin, 


Purchases 60,000 Acres in 


Arkansas. 


Chicago, Nov. 10—Congressman Al- 


exander Stewart of Wausau, Wis., who 
is staying at .the Auditorium Annex, 
closed a deal in Chicago yesterday by 
which he purchased 60,000 acres of yel- 
low pine lands .in Arkansas. 
The area 


purchased is known as the Brown tract, 
and .is located ,at Maivern, near Hot' 
Springs. 
The price paid is not given, 


but as the land is covered with good 
timber, its value reaches well, up into 
the hundreds of thousands. 


Congressman Stewart is one of the 


most prominent of Wisconsin lumber- 
men, and the purchase is indicative of 
the tendency of lumbermen of that 
state and Michigan to invest their 
'money in the pine lands of the west and 
south. Louisiana and Oregon have re-, 
cently been fields of investment for 
northern lumbermen, and much ;of. the 
profits of the sawmills of the northern 
peninsula is now being in vested in south- 
ern and western pine. With the decay 
of the industry in Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan, the lumber men will follow their 
in vestments to other fields. 


The building of a large sawmill on 


the Brown tract is expected to follow its 
purchase by Congressman Stewart.

A KNITTED BABY JACKET. 


An Easily 'Worked and Exceedimrlr 


Pretty DeNlgn. 


For a simple and pretty baby jacket 


provide three ounces of fingering or 
three ply wool and five bone needles, 
No. 11 or 12. For the back, cast on 70 
stitches. First row, purl 7, knit 3 and 
repeat to end of row. Second row, knit 
the stitches that have been purled nnd 
purl those that have been knitted in 
the first row. Third row same as first. 
Fourth rowf purl. Fifth row, purl 12, 
knit 3 (which makes that pattern come 
right; 3 plain stitches must be in the 
middle of the 7 purl stitches), '*purl 7, 
knit 3, repeat from * and end with 5 
purl. Sixth row, as second—i. e., j>url 
those that have been knitted and knit 
those that hare been purled in the fifth 
row. 
Seventh row, as fifth row. 


Eighth row, purl. This completes the 
pattern. 


Repeat these S 'rows 7 times more, 


and after the last seventh row cast on 
35 stitches at the end of the needle. 
Purl these and the 70 of the back as 
eighth row and cast on at tne end an- 
other 35 stitches. These extra stitches 
at each end form the sleeves. On 
these 
140 stitches 
knit .the pat- 


tern as above .4 times. Then knit 
in 
pattern 58 stitches nnd cast off 


24, leaving 58 on the needle. Slip the 
first 58 stitches 'on to a spare needle 
or a piece of wool, and on the other 58 
work in pattern to end.of row and buck 
again.

brigade, and about 1,000 of the York- 
.shire regiment, in addition to a large 
Quantity of stores. The change of her 
destination is taken to mean that the 
Second brigade is going to relieve Gen. 
White at Ladysmith. Four transports 
which left England Oct. 19, conveying 
the remainder of this brigade, are 
about due at Cape Town.

Kansas City, Mo.. Nov. 10.—The su- 


preme council of the American .Equal 
TV age union, recently incorporated un- 
der the laws of Missouri, with head- 
quarters in Kansas City, has issued an 
address to the wage-workers of 
the 


United Sta-tes. The tinion's main ob- 
ject is to secure justice for women who 
work for wages, to protect/ children 
from unnecessary industrial- servitude, 
to discourage strikes and accomplish 
its work by means of education. The 
address contains the following:, 


"The current theory of the relations 


of capital and labor must give place to 
one that will secure the laborer fali, 
if not full, compensation for his toi|. 
And the methods of labor and capital', 
with regard to the enforcement to their 
respective rights and demands, must 
be reformed and made to fit higher- 
ideals and a nobler standard of justice 
and civilization. 
The unnatural and 


indefensible conflict between labor and 
capital must cease. Labor should know 
and capital should learn that the high- 
.est mission of mankind is to make the 
world happy." 


! Gen. ISrooke iUTnst Go. 


Washington, Nov. 10.—The cab'inet is 


soon to consider the question of estab- 
lishing a civil government in Cuba.

contemplates the retirement of Gen.

'When he found that the landing of an 
American force in the vicinity of Dagu- 
.pan was certain he started east, cross- 
ing in front of Gen. Lawton's army, 
-which has been marching to the north- 
ward to intercept him. 


Rough 
weather 
prevented 
Gen. 


Wheaton from landing his men near 
St. Fabian, where it. was intended-they 
should go ashore. The warships shelled 
the coast for some time. 


The insurgents remained in their 


trenches and did not reply until the 
surf boats with, the troops were near 
the shore. Then they opened a,.heavy 
fire. Some of the shells perforated the 
boats, but only two Americans were 
wo.unded. The troops were landed and 
immediately charged on the rebels and 
drove them from the trenches. 


When the gunboat Manila, which 


brought the news here, left Lingayen 
gulf, Wheaton was marching his men 
in an easterly direction. He has the 
Thirteenth regular infantry, the Thir- 
ty-third volunteers (Col. Hare's regi- 
ment) and a battery of artillery—in all 
about 2,500 men.

. Bell of the Twenty-seventh infantry, 
'.with five officers and two men, com- 
posed one scouting party, which start- 
ed out from Mabalacat. Lieut. Haw- 
kins and .ten men formed a second 
party. The.reconnoissance was .-made 
toward Bamban, where it was discov- 
ered the enemy-was intrenched. 


Lieut. Hawkins made a dari;g and 


skillful move over the foothills 'and 
succeeded in getting his little band 
behind a trench containing, fully 100 
rebels, without attracting attention. 
The Americans, notwithstanding their 
small 
number, boldly charged 
the 


trenches, while Col. Bell and his party 
poured in a hot fire.from in front. The 
rebels fled, leaving their 
dead and 


wounded in the trenches and a quanti- 
ty of arms and ammunition. 


The scouting party brought back its 


prisoners to Mabalacat. Gen. MacAr- 
thur is hurrying forward supplies to 
Mabalacat preparatory to a further ad- 
vance toward Bamban.

Bleang of Electric Wire. 


From the London. Mail: 
Contem- 


poraneous with the sitting of the peace 
conference comes the announcement ol 
a. new invention by which torpedoes 
are to be rendered more deadly in mod- 
ern warfare than heretofore. The in- 
vention, due to Walter Jamieson and 
John Trotter, consists in utilizing the 
"ethereal" or "Hertzian" waves, which 
are., the oasis of wireless telegraphy, as 
a means of steering and 
controlling 


torpedoes on their deadly 
missions. 


The apparatus is made in 
several 


forms, which differ principally in the 
means by which the current Induce^ 
by the waves is applied to the steering 
mechanism. 
The 
best 
arrangement 


consists of a coil or iron wire, or 
"solenoid," that becomes magnetic on 
recdiving the ethereal waves, and is 
thus rendered capable of sucking -into 
itself a magnet, the motion of which 
brings about any required-, change in' 
the steering gear of the torpedo. The 
latter is fitted with two rods, which 
project above the water and serve as 
"receivers"—that is, means of collect- 


' ing the waves. Each of the rods i-s in 


connection with a coil of the type de- 


- scribed, one on the right of the tor- 
. pedo and one on the left, and, accord- 
• ing as the right-hand or the left-hand 
rod absorbs the waves, so the torp.edo 
is guided to the right or left. 
The 


means adopted in using the apparatus 
is as follows: Suppose that the tor- 
pedo is fired in the usual manner and 
that its course is seen to swerve from 
its proper path. From the tovpedo- 


' boat electric waves are immediately 


dispatched by the processes used in 
wireless telegraphy, in such a manner 
that they only affect either the right- 
hand or left-hand coil controlling the 
lielm, which is thus turned in any re- 
quired direction, and 
the original 


•course of the 
torpedo 
reproduced. 


"When . th-is is accomplished the elec- 
tric waves .are, stopped and the helm 
flies back to the midship position. 
Large models of the apparatus ha/e 
iieen experimented with, and it is said 
that perfect success has been obtained 
under' all -. possible conditions. • Since 
the new method of guiding torpedoes 
is. greatly superior, to the old, which 
'made use of electric wires, it is evident 
that the new invention will be an im- 
portant factor in future naval warfare.

These 
places have, of course, been known to 
naturalists for some time past, and 
those who climb the Cairngorm will 
not easily forget the sight afforded by 
this majestic bird sailing home to its 
nest in the dusk of the evening. On 
one occasion a few years ago the nest 
was alleged to have been robbed, and, 
as a consequence, only one bird re- 
turned the following year. When the 
breeding season, again came round, and 
confidence was partly restored,- the 
birds returned, but selected as their 
habitat a solitary glen even farther up 
in the very heart of the Cairngorm, 
not far from A'au.
